and the sun gleamed upon the burnished 
aovoutrements of the cavalry. More infantry, 
more guns; masses of men end horses, ‘and 
dozens of butteries.

Then the weak line of the defence guve, way, 
just ws it was intended that it should. Back 
came the little scintillating red and blue dots of ' 
infaxtry, wp came more gtins into the semi-circle 
which was converging its fire upon devoted 
Fresnes.. A period of rapid firing tollowed—of 
stich rapid-fire as has never perhups beon deliver- 
ed before by any batterics of field srtillory—. 
and then came the moment for which General 
Brugtre Ind designed the whole, Out rang 
the pas de charge, ap ‘sprang the storming 
parties; it-wax the capture of the Malakhoif 
over again. A hundred little red-troasored 
legs ran twinkling beneath scaling-ludders and 
fascines. Then, fed from numberless massed 
sapports—which, in reality, were no supports— 
tho great wavo of infantry bayonets leaped on 
the artillery, stopped, and with lond hurrahs 
Fresnes was captured. But another spectacle 
qwas to come. ‘Lwo divisions of cavairy bud 
beon magscd on the left at the moment that the 
defonding line, according to General Brugére's 
jdoa, would have boon swept back, This huge 
body of mounted men wus let loose into the 
plain of Vitry do Reims. There was a wild 
burst of cheering, a fanfaro of trumpets, and 
the huge column, a mass of glittering horse- 
men—cuirassiers, dragoons, hussors, and cl 
seura—deluged the plain, and the mock battle 
was over, the Emperor and the Empress. bow- 
ing to the staff of the Freach army that rallied 
roond the grassy approuches to the captured 
fort. ‘ 


OCEAN DERELICTS. 
——_—_<_. 


One of the most prolific sources of danger in 
ocann travel ix derelicts—partly sunken wrecks 


often of‘ships which have been abandoned. They 
lie on ocean highways, and many @ “missing” 
vessel has mot its fate by runing into ono. of 
them. Some of these direlicts remain 4 or‘5 ft. 
below the surface, end it is impossible to see 
them even when the sharpest lookout is .main-. 
tained. The Government uses every endeavour 
to destxoy these dangerous wrecks, and consider- 
able expense is incurred every year in searching 
for them.’ ‘rho masters of incoming and ont- 
going vessels are over ready to report.a derelict. 
immedistely a ship is sent to destroy the wrack 
‘and every oifort is made to rid the sea of one the 

greatest dangors which threaten human life. 
To discover a derelict, Lowever, even after it 
has been reported, is not easy,’ Winds and 
ocean currents aro constantly shifting ita’ 
position, just a5 they move about great 
icebergs, bringing them into tho ocvan read- 
ways uflected by our shipping, and leading to 
such distressing calamities as that which. took 
place off the north-west coast of America 
only lust week; and it often happens that 

the ,craiso ofthe would be iscovel 
of icebergs or destroyer -of derelicts is in 
vain. . Strange to say, dezelici vessels con- 
gregate st certain points along the Atlantic 
coasts, and folloy more or less definite 
courses in their wandorings. When a ship is’ 
wrecked in mid-Atlantic it somehow drifts te 
the American coast and, finally comes to’ com- 
parative rest off Sable Island, a point about 
ninety miles South-east of Nova Scotia. . Here 
it wanders about within a radius of about a 
hundred miles, seldom leay.ng this district. 
This phenomenon is due, it is said, to ocean 
currents, which; in this part of.the Atlantic, lie 
more or less on the surface, and operate us motive 
forces to-bring wrecks tothe point mentioned. 
According to. hydrographic “authorities, there 
are more than. 100 derolicts- floating. about 
Island. . Cape. Cod’ -is_ ancther

foreos of all” the States, There are other 
matters of a more urgant and immediate 
character, but this is one of the federal objects 
to be kept steadily'in view. Sir John Forrest, 
who is specially charged with its supervision in 
‘tho Fedoral Executive, has not. been idle since 
taking offive, His Defenco Bill has already 
eon-introdaced and passad into committee, and 
the report of the committee on Commonwenlth 
Defence Pay, which concluded its labours last 
week, is an important contribution to the ma- 
terial at the service of Porliamont. But ina 
matter of thiskind it is,not advisable to de- 

iutoo implicitly on lecal knowledge, We wise- 
reg ayn commandent, because. wo know 
to’ learn from thé country exports, although 
some kind things have been said about our 
troops’ service in South’ Africa. We slready 
owe much’to the. impetus given by Major- 
General Hutton, and perhaps.a guod eal 
of the usefulness-of-our men on foreign ber- 
vice may he traceable to his initiative: But 
we wont system ag well as leadership, and the 
report on Australian defence submitted to the 
Imporial Parliament by tho Colonial Defence 
Committee sitting in London indicates tho lines 
on which British experts suggest that rystem 
should be drawn. As might be expected from 
a body 80 constituted, its members consider the 
question from a British and Imporial standpoint 
as well as from our own. The report appears 
lto divide the subject into two parts, one 
concerning co-operation of the self-governing 
States in Imperial military operations generally, 
while the other has regard to the question more 
particnlarly of Australian. defence. Our 
voluntary “participation on foreign: service in 
tho wars of-the Empire naturally brings. the 
former morg, into the region of concrete fact 
than wasths case in former years: 

It has been often said ‘that. Australia’s best 
| defence is its distance and isolation, cou, pled 
with the protection afforded by the ships of His 
Majesty's navy. The xoport of the: Colonial 
Defence Committee emphatically endorses that. 
The first guarantes of security for Australian 
territory and trade, it says, is the majntenance 
of British supremacy at sea, and particularly 
in Eastern:faters. It is not suggested that. an 
organised naval expedition is likely to be de- 
spatched by the enemy iz time of war,to operate 
against ouf'ooasts ; but the danger from raiding 
cruisers,, mentioned. in the report, is quite 


another matter. It is’ impossible to foresee. 


who the enemy will be when Britain next goes 
to war, but the experience of the Philippines is 
an ‘object lesson for every colonisl dependency, 
No territory is so_ remote as to be secure from 
the visits of armed cruisers, and the history.of 
naval operations from Drake to Dewey suffi- 
ciently shows what that may mean. But the 
Commonwenith ia not entirely dependent on 
British supremacy at sea-in the abstract. We 
have our’ British: eruisera.on the Australian 
naval station and: onr auxiliary fleot; and we 
possess, besides, ‘the results of o good deal of 
. forethou, and. expenditure in the way of 
fortification, provision for submarine mines, and 
torpedo-defonce..” To this extent we have anti- 
cipsted one important recommendation in the 
London Committes's report, though thoro still 
remain, Anstralian..parts and approaches in- 
efficiently “provided in these respects, Much 
pointed comment is sometimes passed when this 
‘subject of naval defence comes under discussion 
in imperiél. circles, on the inadequacy of the 
Australian contribution. towards the support 
of the ships of war. in these waters. It seems 
to be thought that our alleged lukewarmness 
in’ this respect argues. lack of appreciation 
of the’ imperial tie, Of course “noone who- 
knows public or official-opinion in Australia 
would brink for a:moment of ‘putting ‘that 
construction ‘on: the:watter. We who are on 
the t,know bow much local. conditions 
enter into. the settlement of such questions, and 

stely, Australian appreciation of the 
impel ia.has boon vindicated by. volunteer 
pi for South Africa and yolunteers from 
oar Naval Bsigades for service in China.

CRICKET REFORM. 


“The pubject of reform has been discussed to 
an ulmost weurisome extont; but cricket, with 
all its shoricomings, is such a grand gdimv that 
no apology is neoded for agaia going over some 
points that have been raised. A lotter published 
in the fimes of Septembor 13, sigued "it. V. rT 
calls attention to the number of catches that 
are dropped, and to. the slackness und indif- 
ferent throwing and general shortcomings of 
the fielding. “B.Vo 1.” thinks thot fielding 
never was so slack as it bad been in recent 
years, and that the number of dropped ‘catches 
has inereased slarmingly. Is this statemont 
accurate or not? So far from its being true, it 
is probable that more catchos were dropped 30 
years, ago than now; snd this is owing to the 
superiority ‘of tho wicket-koeping. it is not 
necessary to argue tho point us.to whether Tou 
Lookyer and Box were us good as or botter than’ 
‘unter or-Lilley; but thoro is no doubt that 
there are far more good wickot-kespers now 
than in tho sixties, and this is most {rue in’ the 
case of amateurs, Nobody who has watchod the 
Dniversity cricket match for many yeurs can 
doubt of the superiority of the present ra 
University wicket-keepera as compared ‘with 
those of tho sixties, and it is the fact that the 
amateurs are nearly as yood as the professionals. 
Neither Lilley, Storer, nur Hunter can give 
away a point to Messrs, Newton, Mac- 
Gregor, or Martyn. It is also tho custom 
in these days for the wicket-keeper to stand 
back to fast bowling, and ‘the number of 
catchos that are taken by men like Huish 
off Mr. Bradley, or Russell o few years ago 
off Mr. Kortright, is astonishing. No doubt 
the true and owsy nature of the wicket makes 
it far tess dificult work for wicket-keepers; but 
the fact remains that far more chances go to 
the wicket-keeper than to'any other fieldsmun, 
and as the keeping is betiet so many more 
catches are nade now than formerly. Every- 
body wishes to see fewor catches dropped, and 
4 closer attention and more systematic practico 
would work an improvement.in this respect and 
onght to be cheerfully given ; but catches always 
have beon missed, and it is to be feared they 
always will be. All our finest fields miss them 
sometimes, and it is a counsel of.perfection, to 
arge thatnofeasible catches ought tobedropped; 
but no doubt far too many chances are missed. 
In the spring the M.C. C. were unable to’ 
alter the rnie of leg-before-wicket, because the 
majority in favour of the change was not large 
enough. There aronot wanting signs, however, 
that the arguments of those in tavour of reform | 
on this question are bearing fruit, and that ! 
before. long the-much-needed reform will be 
pasend, It cannot be too clearly pointed out 
that under the proposed now rule the legs, or 
one of them, must be in what may be called the 
bowler's territory betwoen wicket and wieket ; 
and, assuming that the reform is passed, if the 
batsman. doss uot want to be given out log-before 
to the leg-brtak bowler, which apparently is 
what he dreads, all he hns to do ia to keep his 
right foot firm (unless he jumps out to mest the 
ball) and swing his left leg straight out and not 
across. Cricketers, and especially -batumon, 
seem Bo Very nervous about any chango in the 
rules that it probably behovesxeformers to move 
slowly ; and it is perhaps wixe to be contont with 
changing the leg-before-wicket rule first, . It ig 
rohable, however, that this ulteration taken by 


itself will not be enongh to check the inordinate 
run-getting. Some great authorities—M. RA. 
H, Mitchell being one—want to sev the hits ran 
out.. By all means let this be tried in the proper 
way, not as was attempted a’ year or 20 ago; but 
it seems doubtful whether the field will not tire 
moro than the batsmen. The bataman can 
always -wait till he bas recovered his breath ; 
and, if he does this, great waste of time will be 
the reault. , :
